Very shortly the County-Cities Area 
Planning Council will complete its work 
in assembling comments on a study of 
public transportation needs of Santa Bar­ 
bara County. 
The study contains sweeping recom ­ 
mendations requiring m assive capital 
outlay and annual operating costs of 
millions of dollars. 
For Lompoc Valley, the study says. 
“The establishment of a public transit 
system serving the Lompoc Valley is 
recommended for 1976 The City of Lom­ 
poc would be served by a two-vehicle, 
demand-responsive transit system 
A 
route-deviation demand-responsive ser­ 
vice (jitney) would be initiated in 1977 in 
Vandenberg Village and Mission Hills 
from Lompoc. This service would initial­ 
ly be provided by one bus operating at a 
one-hour frequency. A Vandenberg Air 
Force Base com muter service would 
also be implemented in 1977.'' 
There are equally 
sweeping recom­ 
mendations for the southeoast, Santa 
Ynez-Solvang-Buellton. and for the Santa 
Maria-Guadalupe areas. 


Capital costs over a 20-year period are 
estimated 
at 
$34 
million 
for 
the 
southeoast: 
$1,047 million for Santa 
Ynez; $5 662 million for Santa Maria; 
and $2,422 million for Lompoc. The 
figures reflect estim ated future cost in­ 
creases of 7 5 per cent to 8 per cent an­ 
nually. 


Annual operating costs are estimated 
to increase from $1 254 million in 1975-78 
to 
$23,045 million in 1994- 95 for the 
southeoast; from $61,000 to $637,000 for 
Santa Ynez; 
from $144,000 to $1,177 
million for Santa Maria; 
and from 
$148,000 to $2 098 million for Lompoc 


It’s estimated that the proposals for 
Lompoc will cost $82,000 for capital out­ 
lay in 1976-’77. and $148,000 in operating 
expenses. 
Those 
expenses would 
be 
defrayed by $66,000 in federal capital 
outlay and operating fund grants, $20,000 
in fare revenues, and $144,000 in Califor­ 
nia Transportation 
Development Act 
funds 
No local funding beyond fare 
revenues will 
be needed, the study 
declares Extra local funding in the Lom­ 
poc system will be needed, however, in 
1981- 82 when taxpayers will have to 


com e up with $155,000. 


All this is laid against the backdrop of 
a county that 
presently has 150,000 
registered vehicles for its 260,000 popula­ 
tion. That collective motor pool accounts 
for a half million vehicle trips daily, the 
study estim ates, for a total of 4.5 million 
vehicle miles. 


That m ileage and running back and 
forth accounts for 99 per cent of all 
person-trips 
in 
the 
county. 
These 
statistics support the contention that the 
county should implement the transporta­ 
tion study recommendations, and now. 


To all of this, the cities and com ­ 
munities are making comments. In Lom­ 
poc, Mike Kaufman, urban planner, was 
preparing com m ents for submission to 
the County-Cities Area Planning Council 
— hopefuilv with the thought that local 
opinion will shape the future transporta­ 
tion response of the area.

are dead 


“ Nancy Perry was much too short to 
be the woman at the scene, and Willie 
definitely wasn't there.”

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The State 
Coastline Commission, 
reversing the 
regional commission. Wednesday forbid 
the Atlantic Richfield Oil Co. to drill 17 
new wells from an existing platform off 
Santa Barbara, but left the door open for 
approval later. 
An Arco lawyer said the denial could 
reduce the platform’s yield from 48 
million barrels of oil to 14 million 


The commission voted 10-0 to reject 
the application because the oil company 
asked only for permission to drill the 
wells — not for the refining and storage 
facilities needed on shore to handle the 
oil they will produce. The comm ission 
disapproved of the piecem eal approach, 
drawing protests from Arco that it is 
caught between orders and inaction by 
different levels of government

3 Americans get 
Nobel Prize 
in medicine 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden (UPI) - Three 
Americans were awarded the Nobel 
Prize in Medicine today for their re­ 
search 
in 
cancer, 
specifically 
how 
viruses can cause tumors and cancer 
The Caroline Institute, which awarded 
the prize, said the award went to David 
Baltimore, 37, Howard Martin Temin, 
41, and Renato Dulbecco, 61, all leading 
cancer researchers. 
The official citation said the three 
received 
the award 
“ for 
their dis­ 
coveries 
concerning 
the 
interaction 
between tumor viruses and the genetic 
material of the ce ll.” 
The three men will share this year’s 
$143,000 Nobel 
Prize which 
will 
be 
awarded in Stockholm on Dec 10 
Baltimore is professor of biology and 
American Cancer Society professor of 
microbiology at the Center for Cancer 
Research at the M assachusetts Institute 
of Technology. Cambridge. Mass , but is 
now a visiting scientist at the Rock­ 
efeller University in New York City 
where he received his doctorate 
Temin is a professor of oncology (the 
study of tumors) at the University of 
Wisconsin. 
Madison, Wis,, 
where he 
works with the McArdle Laboratory of 
Cancer Research. 
Dulbecco, 61, is currently a professor 
at the Imperial Cancer Research Fund 
Laboratory 
in 
London 
Dubecco 
is 
Italian-born but went to the United 
States in 1947 and was a fellow at the 
Salk Institute in San Diego, C a lif. where 
he was listed as a virologist He became 
an American citizen in 1953

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Twice last 
year Watergate prosecutors nearly in­ 
dicted Richard Nixon

impeachment 
proceedings 
headed them off and finally they were 
stopped by President Ford’s pardon 
The prosecutors said in their 277-page 
final report Wednesday that they felt 
they were on firm legal ground both 
tim es, but were not sure an indictment of 
Nixon while he was still president would 
be upheld by the Supreme Court 
Although the Watergate prosecutors’ 
office will remain in business to handle 
appeals and perhaps one or two new 
cases of a minor nature, the work is

County property owners will 
be asked to pay in excess of $12- 
million more in property taxes 
in the coming year than they 
were billed for in the current 
year, it has been revealed 
The 
1975-76 
tax 
levy will 
climb to $96,152,318. declares 
County Tax Collector J Newton 
Blanchard, 
whose 
office 
is 
gradually being galvanized to 
handle the mailing out of 86.296 
tax bills in the final days of Oc­ 
tober and receipt of tax pay­ 
ments starting Nov 1 
Blanchard said the $12,789,322 
increase in the total levy comes 
as a result of hikes in various 
tax rates in city and county 
areas, along with increases in 
assessm ent values imposed by 
Assessor William Cook's office. 


He said there is no breakdown 
immediately available showing 
the increase due to assessm ents 
being 
upped 
and 
the 
boost 
resulting from tax rate hikes in 
school, special district and city 
rates 
The county rate was 
lowered last year, but will be up 
a whopping figure this year, 
which with predicted higher as­ 
sessm ents in many areas, could 
lead to an unprecedented tax 
bill next year 


Blanchard declared his of­ 
fice, which sends out the com ­ 
bined tax bill on behalf of all 
governmental 
tax-imposing 
agencies in the county, will be 
sending out 577 more bills this 
year than last year But he ad­ 
ded this did not mean there 
would be that many m ore tax­ 
payers. explaining some tax­

To Pam Duke, math specialist at Fillmore School with the Early Childhood 
Education Title I program, we are indebted for these recipes The dips, fruits 
and vegetables were enjoyed by the school faculty at a recent gathering 
Fluffy Fruit Dip 
1 cup sugar 
1/3 cup light corn syrup 
1/2 cup hot water 
2 stiff beaten egg whites 
Dash salt 
1/4 teaspoon vanilla 
1/4 cup mayonnaise 
1 Tb shredded orange peel 
Combine sugar, syrup and hot water Heat slowly, stirring until sugar dis­ 
solves. then boil without stirring to firm-ball stage (248 degrees ) Gradually 
beat hot syrup into stiff-beaten egg whites Add salt and vanilla Cool 
Fold in 
mayonnaise and orange peel Serve as dressing for sliced pineapple or fruit 
salad, or as dunking dip for strawberries, melon balls, apples, grapes, pears, 
etc. 
Spring Garden Dip 
1 cup sour cream 
1/2 cup mayonnaise 
1 Tb sugar 
1 tsp salt 
Dash pepper 
1/4 cup minced green onions 
1/4 cup minced radishes 
1/4 cup minced cucumber, drained 
1/4 cup minced green pepper 
1 clove garlic, minced 
Rlend sour cream, mayonnaise, sugar, salt and pepper. Stir in minced 
vegetables Serve in bowl as a dip for carrots, radishes, cucumbers, cherry 
tomatoes, green onions, etc. 
Blue Cheese Dip

DEAR POLLY — Our daughter came home from 
summer camp accompanied by some itch that I let go 
too long All our clothes had to be sterilized in hot water 
and I carefully separated everything by colors except 
my negligees. In the drawer with them was a pair of 
black gloves that went into the wash too so now 
everything is gray Most things are either nylon or tricot 
acetate but I do not know what the lace trim is My 
white bras, slips and nighties are the worst and I wonder 
if there is any way to restore the correct colors to these 
garments. Other things are light pastels Any help will 
be appreciated - DEBBIE 
DEAR DEBBIE — You may seed more than a care 
for garmenti with a gray look as it sounds as if the black 
dye from the gloves might have been absorbed by the 
other items. A commercial dye remover may be your 
only answer and tben the colored things would have to 
be re-dyed. One of the best known dye companies alto 
makes a nylon whitener and fabric brigbtener that may 
help. Read directions and follow carefully for both 
products. — POLLY.

DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with the elastic on tube 
socks that stretches out after a few washings I solved my own 
Peeve by buying elastic thread and then while they are new 
and before ever washing I crochet a row or two of single 
crochet across the tops If one cannot crochet sew a row of 
knot stitches around the socks That also keeps them from 
stretching out so soon — MRS. N.M. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is to go to the supermarket 
and find something with three different price tags placed one 
on top of the other. Of course, the top one is usually the highest 
one. No telling how long such merchandise has been on the 
store shelf or in the back room. It did not cost any more to 
produce this item as it was there at a lower price at one time. 
It is understandable when prices are raised on merchandise 
that just comes in but not for things that have been there for a 
while - AGNES. 
DEAR POLLY — Mrs. C.E.W.’s problem with a musty odor 
in a closed off bedroom reminded me of the problem we had in 
our camper that is closed all winter. The musty odor would get 
in food, clothing or anything in the camper and often linger 
throughout the summer. Now before closing the camper for 
the winter I fill margarine tubs with baking soda and put them 
in the ice box, closets and just sitting around in different 
places and the problem has been solved. Now I do the same in 
the house when there might sometimes be a bad odor. 
Also I want to tell the others how I removed that adhesive 
backed paper from shelves in my bathroom so I could paint 
the cupboard. I had great trouble trying to remove this until I 
held my steam iron, hot and filled with water, just over but not 
quite touching the paper. It then peeled off in one big sheet. 
Certainly saved my fingernails. — MRS. M.O. 
DEAR POLLY - I think I can help Mrs. C.E W with the 
problem of a musty odor in her m attress and springs Several 
years ago I had the same problem and solved it quickly and 
cheaply by buying zippered plastic coverings for both. A m at­ 
tress pad should be kept on top of the m attress so the sheet is 
not next to the plastic. — MARIAN. 


DEAR POLLY — My refrigerator has only a small freezing 
section so space is limited. When making pie dough I always 
make enough for eight or ten pies and will probably only bake 
one or two of them. So, I roll out the rest of the dough to pie 
sizes. These are placed on a pizza pan, one on top of the other 
and with waxed paper between them. Cover it all well with foil 
or put in a plastic bag and then in the top of the freezer goes 
one just relatively flat package. When some is needed take 
package out of freezing section and after a minute or two 
loosen the needed number of pieces with a spatula and return 
others to the freezer. It only takes a few minutes for them to 
thaw so it is a breeze to make a pie in a short time. — LAURA 
DEAR POLLY — Larry was upset because his flashlight 
batteries did not last. I want to tell him I keep mine in the 
lower part of the refrigerator and they last almost indefinite­ 
ly. I buy five or six different sets at one time and they are good 
as new when needed. I also keep my flashlight in the 
refrigerator. 
Nylon mesh makes a great scrubbing cloth for use in the 
bath or shower. Fold a half yard lengthwise and find it great 
for scrubbing your back and to get circulation livened up all 
through your body. Try this and I am sure you will like it. — 
ELEANOR. 
DEAR POLLY — After replacing the wire mesh in our 
storm door we realized the cat’s claws would damage 
it 
again so we reversed the upper glass and the lower screen 
panels. This may not work on all types of doors but was great 
for ours. — R N. 


DEAR POLLY — When I buy watermelons or musk melons 
I peel the rinds off and cut the melon into right size eating 
pieces. These are put in tightly covered plastic containers in 
the refrigerator. This is less messy when served, saves room 
in the refrigerator and it is so handy to take out as wanted and 
I really think they keep better. — MRS. L.L. 
DEAR POLLY — When traveling I take along a plug-in night 
light and find it most handy and helpful in a strange room es­ 
pecially if traveling with children or older persons. 
Often dresses I buy have matching belts that are too short. 
To make them longer I remove the buckle, add an inch or so of 
elastic the width of the belt and then replace the buckle. The 
elastic is hidden and the belt fits perfectly. — MRS. R.L. 
(Polly’s note: This Pointer was in several years ago but it is 
great and I think worth repeating for those who may have mis­ 
sed it the first time.) 
DEAR POLLY — I have found a way to dust records without 
scratching them. Keep crinkling a piece of plastic wrap a half 
inch or so above the record as it goes around the turntable and 
the static electricity will cause the dust to leap off the record.

DEAR POLLY — Digging in a button box for matching but­ 
tons is a frustrating job and it is so easy, before dropping any 
extra buttons in the box, to run a strong thread through them 
and tie the ends of the thread together so when you need and 
find one you find all.

and

jobs." Obledo told reporters. 
California’s 
unemployment 
rate is now 10.3 per cent with 
882.000 persons out of work 
Obledo said the government 
should spend at least $100 
billion over the next five years 
to develop an effective mass 
transit svstem 


He said it is possible that 
such 
a 
jobs 
development 
program could lead to a tax in­ 
crease. but added, “ I am not 
ready to advocate a tax in­ 
crease at this time.” 


Robert 
Gnaizda, 
deputy 
secretary of the Health and 
Welfare Agency, said there 
could be as many as one million 
older homes in California which 
could be restored, with the cost 
shared by the state and private 
owners 


He said building a mass tran­ 
sit system, installation of solar 
heating units and restoration of 
old homes would provide labor 
for unskilled and semiskilled 
unemployed workers.

moratorium 
against 
further nuclear development 
and said it would hamper the 
national effort toward energy 
self-sufficiency. 
Some lawmakers appeared 
uneasy at the safety claims. It 
was the first detailed discussion 
of the possible dangers of 
nuclear power generators dur­ 
ing the hearings, which began 
Tuesday and will be scattered 
over 13 more days in the 
months ahead. 
The aim is to provide ac­ 
curate information for voters. 
The hearings resume next Tues­ 
day. 
Scientists under contract to 
the U.S. government testified 
that computer projections pro­ 
vide the primary basis for 
determining the safety claims 
for emergency reactor core 
cooling systems, a last-stage 
device to prevent reactors from 
melting or releasing radiation. 
The systems have been in 
place and reactors working for 
years, but so far there have 
been no tests under actual con­ 
ditions.

New rules to ease 
credit for women 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
final 
compromise 
by 
the 
Federal Reserve Board would 
limit the questions creditors 
could ask women applicants 
about their marital status or 
spouse’s income. 
The rules, which Federal 
Reserve officials promised to 
make public today, were writ­ 
ten and revised once during the 
past year to reflect the Equal 
Credit Opportunity Act that 
goes into effect Oct. 28 
Although the new rules were 
final and portrayed as a com­ 
promise. they could promote a 
new battle between creditors 
and women’s groups, who claim 
creditors discriminate against 
women applicants. 
The final rules generally 
would provide a woman more 
access to credit by prohibiting a 
creditor from asking female ap­ 
plicants certain questions about 
their marriage status or her 
spouse’s income. 


Barnard trying 


to transplant 


baboon hearts 


UNITED 
NATIONS, 
N Y 
(UPI) — Dr. Christiaan Bar­ 
nard. the South African surgeon 
who performed the first heart 
transplant, said Wednesday he 
is trying to transplant baboon 
hearts into humans. 
Barnard, who spoke at a 
lunch given by the United Na­ 
tions ambassador from South 
Africa, said he began experi­ 
menting with the hearts of ba­ 
boons for temporary assist­ 
ance of cardiac patients. A 
drawback, he said, is that ba­ 
boon organs sometimes con­ 
tain a virus which does not 
harm them but is usually fatal 
to humans. 
He said baboon hearts have 
not yet been used in actual 
human implants but said he 
hoped to use them eventually. 


The first preliminary regula­ 
tions issued April 23 raised 
complaints from the creditors 
that the Federal Reserve Board 
had favored women. A second 
proposal issued Sept. 8 prompt­ 
ed women to charge that the 
creditors had gained the upper 
hand. 
The key dispute between 
these two groups was a provi­ 
sion in the original proposal 
that 
would 
have 
required 
creditors to provide a written 
statement 
to 
any 
rejected 
credit applicant who requested 
an explanation. That rule was 
dropped 
from 
the 
second 
proposal 


The women’s groups also 
complained that the second 
proposal opened a loophole that 
would have allowed creditors to 
ask about the "childbearing in­ 
tentions” of a woman credit ap­ 
plicant. Such questions were 
prohibited in the original draft. 
In a private meeting with 
about a dozen congresswomen 
last Sept. 18. Federal Reserve 
Board Chairman Arthur Bums 
and several other board offi­ 
cials reportedly promised to 
rewrite the final regulations to 
ban child-bearing or birth con­ 
trol questions.

Are Andy M 
and McNally 
free agents? 


CINCINNATI (UPI) - An arbitration 
board, and not a court of law, will deter­ 
mine if Andy M essersm ith and Dave Mc­ 
Nally, two players who failed to sign con­ 
tracts for the 1975 season, are entitled to 
free agent status. 
The Baseball Players Association has 
filed a grievance on behalf of the two 
pitchers, UPI learned Wednesday, de­ 
m anding that they be entitled to free 
agent status because both had fulfilled

baseball’s 
controversial reserve clause. 
The action 
m arks the first tim e 
baseball's option clause has been tested 
by players claim ing free agent status. 
John Gaherin, executive secretary of 
baseball’s 
M anagement 
Council, 
presented 
the 
players’ 
association 
grievance on behalf of M essersm ith and 
McNally to the assem bled m ajor league 
owners during a meeting here prior to 
the fourth gam e of the World Series 
between the Cincinnati Reds and Boston 
Red Sox. 
The Players Association is asking that 
M essersm ith and McNally be declared 
free agents according to a clause in 
baseball’s basic agreem ent, which gives 
the club a right to unilaterally reserve 
the player for the following year even if 
he had declined to sign his contract for 
the previous year. 
“ Under the contract, a club can renew 
it (the contract) by itself for one year. 
That one year is over,” said M arvin 
Miller, executive director of the players’ 
association. 
McNally, who was a 20-game winner 
for Baltim ore from 1968-1971, quit the 
M ontreal Expos on June 8 after winning 
his first three gam es and losing his next 
six. The Expos repeatedly have asked 
McNally to file the necessary papers for 
his voluntary retirem ent, but he never 
has. it was reported 


M essersm ith, the ace of the D odgers’ 
staff this past season, won 19 gam es for 
Los Angeles in 1975 after winning 20 the 
previous year. 


“ Mr. M cNally’s contract was renewed 
unilaterally by the club in the spring as 
was Mr. M essersm ith’s,” M iller said. “ I 
think it is im portant to make one thing 
very clear ... the team has a right to 
renew for one year. Montreal exercised 
that right in the spring of 1975. That one 
year was over when M ontreal finished 
playing its schedule.”

Healing jocks 
requires skill 
of a virtuoso 


By MURRAY OLDERMAN 
REDWOOD CITY. CALIF - (NEA) - When Chuck Kr- 
pata finishes wrapping and taping the brawny bodies of the 
San Francisco 49ers months from now, the amount of elastic 
and adhesive used would stretch all the way from their home 
city to rugged Big Sur on the California coast — a distance of 
miles 
Just for one game, Chuck will use a full mile of 1.5*inch 
tape — 5,280 feet, 1,760 yards. 
But that’s only a small part of what it takes to minister to 
half a hundred athletes in Üie flower of their youth and 
strength 
The training room of a football team is a mechanical maze 
marked off by endless spools of tape. 
Chuck, like every other trainer in major league football, 
baseball and basketball, is more than just an applicator of 
bandages. "We have a closer, more meaningful relationship 
with the players," he maintains, "than even the coaches.” 
That’s because sometimes he sees them even more. But 
that relationship, thanks to modem technology, isn’t just a 
soothing squeeze of the muscles, a friendly swat on the butt 
and a word of encouragement. Chuck can push buttons to 
reach deep aches and measure muscular responses. And he 
can embellish his personal psychology with the knowledge 
gained from intense schooling which included a masters 
degree in physical theraphy (the University of Southern 
California). 
None of it (including the schooling) comes cheap. In one 
training room, the 49ers have rigged up a couple of chairlike 
contraptions wired to machines. "They were not transposed 
from Sing Sing. 'They are a cybex (price tag: $6,500) and two 
orthitrons ($1,200 each), and their function is to measure, by 
electronic printouts on the cybex which resemble an EKG, 
musuclar strengths and defects revealed by isokinetic exer­ 
cises with the orthitrons. 
"How far along is he?” Coach Dick Nolan will ask Krpata 
(his name sounds like one of his machines). And C^uck will 
tell him the defensive back with the hamstring pull is 80 per 
cent back to normal. 
"The cybex has taken the guesswork out of it,” says 
Chuck. 
Tests revealed that Norm Snead, the veteran quarterback 
who came to the club last year, had a strength deficit in his 
right knee. 'They gave him an orithitron to take home for the 
winter for exercises, and now Snead says his hinge has never 
been stronger. So does the cybex. 
Also among Chuck’s paraphernalia are a combination ul­ 
tra sound and electric stimulation machine ($750) to aw>Iy 
deep heat to contusions, sprains and strains; a hydrocoUator 
tank for hot towels; three whirlpool baths for strategic im­ 
mersion; an iontophoresis machine which induces medica­ 
tion through the skin instead of having to inject the patient — 
trainers are not allowed to inject, and doctors aren’t always 
around; and an ice machine — “ one of the most valuable of 
all," notes Chuck, since it produces 6(X) pounds of ice every 
24 hours, and the 49ers use it all, plus 200 pounds daily which 
they buy in town.

In one comer stands a mysterious looking, aluminum- 
plated chest. It is Chuck’s specially designed travel kit to 
take with him to ail games, a virtual mobile infirmary. In it 
are such diverse items as telfa pads, prewrap gauze, 
adhesive tape (half-inch, 1-inch, 1.5-inch), elastic tape (1-2-3- 
inch), tape cutters, tape adherent, plastic bags, tape 
remover, plastic casting material, three different sizes of 
Band Aids, elastic expandable Band Aids, vaseline, foot 
powders, elastic bandages for wrapping injuries, cast cut­ 
ters and hypo allergenic tape. 
An auxiliary trunk also contains knee braces, cervical 
collars, wrist splints, shoulder immobilizers, arm slings, 
two pairs of crutches, metal cutters (for face masks) and an 
emergency stretcher. 
Chuck doesn’t want to be caught short in any emergency. 
But all the devices and all the gadgetry bow inevitably to the 
human factor in a crisis.

Murtaugh to return 


CINCINNATI (UPI) — One more crack at a World Series may 
have been the lure that made Danny Murtaugh decide to return as 
manager of the Pittsburgh Pirates in 1976. 
Murtaugh announced Wednesday that he would remain at the 
helm of the Pirates next year—his 15th season as manager. 
‘.T’m coming back because I obviously like to manage,” said 
Murtaugh who is now serving his third stint with the Bucs "I had a 
good year—not talentwise but healthwise—and that’s the main 
reason.

Supardi, three fellow Indone­ 
sian seamen and a Filipino cook 
were picked up in a life raft 
Saturday by the passing West 
German freighter Lalli, which 
took them to West Palm Beach.

The Mimi’s survivors were 
brought under guard to Miami 
Wednesday but a deportation 
hearing was postponed until 
Friday and they were returned 
to the West Palm Beach jail.

Congressional resolution which will send 200 
civilian volunteers to the Sinai Desert to 
monitor the interim peace between Egypt 
and Israel. 


We are extremely happy to know that the 
persons going to the Sinai are volunteers, and 
we hope they know exactly what they are let­ 
ting themselves in for by their action. Too, 
because they are volunteers we trust our 
government is clear about and accepts the 
lack 
of 
philosophical 
responsibility 
in 
protecting their lives. 


To be a volunteer is to give of one’s ser­ 
vices of one’s own free will and for no obliga­ 
tion or consideration. Thus, to volunteer for 
the Sinai job is to do that and understand the 
absence of any obligation to be protected by 
the United States and its military. We hasten 
to point out that being of volunteer status, at 
least theoretically, is of mutual benefit to this 
country and to the volunteers alike. 
Indeed, while the U.S. is reaping a lot of

value from the fact we were able to arrange a 
peace settlement partly with the use of these 
civilian technicians, the civilians will gain 
some protection from the fact that they are 
outside both U.S. military protection and 
jurisdiction. There are too many terrorist 
groups extant in the Middle East who would 
gladly take on an American military force 
simply for the provocation value. Those same 
provocateurs would more likely leave alone 
civilians outside the liability of the U.S in­ 
fluence.

CIA is plagued by doubts as to its mission 
and the nature of the eventual oversight 
to be imposed by congress and the White

The new director will not come from 
within the agency. That much seems cer­ 
tain He will be an outsider, presumably 
with experience in the overall function of 
intelligence, but with no commitments to 
the past. 
This greatly complicates the search. 
One name that cropped up briefly was 
Elliot 
Richardson, currently am bas­ 
sador to Britain. Richardson served in 
th e 
N i x o n 
a d m i n i s t r a t i o n 
a s 
Undersecretary of State, head of Health, 
Education and Welfare and the Depart­ 
ment of Defense before he became At­ 
torney General. He resigned from the 
la tte r post a fte r refusing to fire 
Archibald Cox as Solicitor General on 
President Nixon’s orders. 
Richardson is said to have backed 
away from the CIA prospect as though he 
had been confronted with a summary 
request that he submit to trial by fire. He 
is reported harboring high political am ­ 
bitions. although his base on his native 
Boston is eroded to virtual nonexistence. 
John A McCone, who cam e from the 
outside where he had had a successful 
career in business, is widely considered 
to have been the ablest director in the 
history of the agency. 
Serving from 1961 to 1965, he was the 
first to recognize the importance in 
aerial photographs of the missile in­ 
stallations in Cuba This led to the con­ 
frontation with Moscow when President 
John F. Kennedy forced the Soviets to 
remove the weapons that had a potential 
of destruction with nuclear warheads of 
at least one-third of the United States 
McCone is known to have strong feel­ 
ings about the responsibility of the direc­ 
tor and his relationship with his subor­ 
dinates. It is intolerable that free­ 
wheeling operations should go on at the 
order of those two or three down the line 


without the knowledge of the head of the 
agency. 
Colby, who served the CIA for a con­ 
siderable stretch in Vietnam as boss of a 
pacification program, has been asked 
several times about reports he will be 
replaced 
Each tim e he replies by 
pointing to his commission which states 
that he serves at the pleasure of the 
President 
His resignation will be 
forthcoming whenever the President 
requests it. 
Both in Defense and State, the feeling 
is strong that the CIA cannot be restruc­ 
tured and restored to the prim ary func­ 
tion of intelligence gathering as Colby is 
the director. 
The complaint is that he has talked too 
much and that in an apparent effort to 
save his own skin he has thrown off on 
his predecessors and officials down 
below the directorial level. This is the 
bitter feeling of many long time CIA 
staffers who feel they have been needles­ 
sly thrown to the wolves by the man in 
the driver’s seat. 
In this interval between appearances 
before Senate and House committees, 
Colby is carrying on as though he ex­ 
pected to be in his job until the end of 
tim e. Recently, as evidence of the 
standing of the agency, he pointed to the 
way in which job applications had in­ 
creased since the first disclosures made 
by Seymour Hersh of The New York 
Times in December 1974 
Inquiries, as they are called in the CIA, 
went from 600 a month to 800 in a two- 
week period. Not all of these by any 
means resulted in job applications since 
many of the inquirers were discouraged 
by the voluminous forms to be filled out 
as a first step 
Nevertheless the rate of inquiries con­ 
tinues high and applicants with highly 
specialized training are under considera­ 
tion The CIA, if one takes Colby’s word, 
is alive and well across the Potomac in 
Virginia

WASHINGTON - Chile’s controver­ 
sial military dictatorship appears to 
have an inside track in Washington. 
At least two top-level representatives 
of the junta have paid recent visits to the 
nation's capital, where the red carpet 
was rolled out for them A third delegate 
is expected to hit town this Friday. 
The most notorious 
of the Chilean visitors 
was 
Col. 
Manuel 
Contreras-Sepulveda, 
head of the infamous 
National 
Intelligence 
Directorate, known as 
DINA. 
It 
is 
this 
military organization 
— a Latin American 
version of the CIA, 
FBI 
and 
Defense 
Intelligence 
Agency 
all lumped together — 
which has been direct­ 
ly responsible for the arrests and torture 
of hundreds of political prisoners over 
the past two years. 
Before 
coming 
to 
Washington 
Contreras stopped off in New York. He 
paid a quiet visit to the United Nations, 
where officials are preparing a report on 
human rights violations in Chile. 
Three months ago, a U.N. working 
group on human rights attem pted to visit 
Santiago for an on-the-scene investiga­ 
tion, but the junta abruptly canceled 
their invitation In his talks with U N. of­ 
ficials, say our sources, Contreras at­ 
tempted to convince them the U.N. 
group was barred only because it con­ 
sisted of M arxists, assorted leftists and 
troublemakers. 
Contreras 
then 
hopped 
down 
to 
Washington, 
where 
his 
goings-and- 
comings were considered so secret that 
even the Chilean embassy was kept in 
the dark. 
We have learned, however, that the 
colonel stopped off at the CIA where, say 
our sources, a private chat was arranged 
with the deputy director, Lt. Gen. 
Vernon Walters. 
The State Department, meanwhile, 
was unofficially asked to suggest a few 
people Contreras might see. The depart­ 
ment 
cooperated 
but 
scrupulously 
recommended the colonel visit some 
Senators and Congressmen who are 
critical of the junta. On Capitol Hill, 
Contreras faced his only unfriendly 
audience. He wandered into the offices 
of Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, but could 
find no one to talk with. Staffers recall 
him as a “ short, round” man with ap­ 
peared 
“ blase 
and 
somewhat 
dis­ 
oriented.” 
Contreras also visited the House Inter­ 
national 
Organization 
subcommittee, 
headed by Rep. Donald Fraser, D-Minn. 
There he was sternly interrogated by a 
subcommittee 
staff 
m em ber 
about 
human rights violations in Chile. The 
colonel responded with the familiar 
claim that reports of the killing and tor­ 
ture of political prisoners were a Marx­ 
ist plot to em barrass the junta. 
Another prominent Chilean who passed 
through 
Washington, 
shortly 
before 
Contreras cam e to town, was the junta’s 
press attache. Federico Willoughby. He 
suffers from a chronic kidney problem 
and came to the United States primarily 
for medical tests at Johns Hopkins 
Hospital in Baltimore 
During 
his 
10-day 
stay, 
however, 
Willoughby visited the CIA, the State 
Department and several congressmen 
He managed to see Sen. Church, who told 
our associate Joe Spear that he gave the 
Chilean a long, stiff lecture on human 
rights. 
This Friday, the junta’s m inister of 
justice. Miguel Schweitzer, is scheduled 
to arrive in Washington. His main mis­ 
sion. say our sources, will be to lobby in 
favor of a resumption of U.S. military 
aid to Chile, which was cut off by 
Congress last December 


Meanwhile, Sen Edward Kennedy, D- 
Mass , has informed the Senate CIA 
committee of the Contreras trip and has 
requested it to be investigated We have 
learned independently that committee 
staff members are preparing written 
requests for information concerning the 
visit. 
Our town inquiries at the CIA about the 
Walters-Contreras meeting, meanwhile, 
produced only a curt “ no comment " 
Footnote: th e Chilean visitors are not 
thp nnlv controversial neoDle who have 


been able to gain access to top U.S. of­ 
ficials. Giorgio Almirante, the Italian 
neo-Fascist leader, came to Washington 
in September and m et with two officials 
of the National Security Council. 
EXPOSED NERVES: Last month, we 
reported that members of Congress have 
been getting free dental care from the 
Navy. The story caused more anguish at 
the Washington Navy Yard dental clinic 
than an exposed nerve. 
It is illegal, our story charged, for 
Navy dentists to fix congressional teeth 
at no cost. Navy regulations, of course, 
authorize free emergency treatm ent. 
But the distinguished patients from 
Capitol Hill received deluxe dental care. 
Capt. Stewart Elder, the clinic com­ 
mander, justified the illegal treatm ent 
by telling his colleagues it would help the 
clinic at budget time. Here’s what hap­ 
pened after our story was written: 
— Sen. William Hathaway, D-Me., was 
sitting in the dental chair on the morning 
our story appeared about his illegal root 
canal work. His nervous Navy dentist, 
Capt. Roger Flagg, sent Hathaway to the 
front office, which referred him to a 
private dentist since the work was “ not 
of an emergency nature.” 
— Sen. Mark Hatfield, R-Ore., whom 
we had named as one of the clinic’s 
regular patients, hastily canceled his 
future appointments. 
— Sen. 
Mike Mansfield, D-Mont., 
rushed a payment to the clinic to cover 
his past dental work. This created an 
awkward problem for the Navy, which

has no provision for accepting individual 
payments. 
— An angry Capt. Elder transferred an 
enlisted woman, Vicky Kaiser, out of the 
clinic although she had been there less 
than a month. He wrongly suspected she 
was one of our sources. 
— Another suspect, Seaman Michael 
Aird. was also shipped out although he 
previously had been promised he would 
not be transferred 
Capt. Elder was 
wrong about him, too. 
— However, other enlisted personnel 
and civilian technicians, carrying Xerox 
copies of our column in their pockets, 
continued to furnish us with information. 
They told us, for example, that the cap­ 
tain had been dissatisfied with the 
quarterly figures on the number of 
cavities filled and molars extracted, 
and, 
therefore, 
had 
pencilled 
in 
fraudulent figures. 
— Clinic officials also told the Navy 
press office no records were available 
other than for this year detailing treat­ 
ment given to members of Congress. In 
fact, log books kept by various Navy den­ 
tists contain this information. 
Footnote: 
The prominent patients, 
who accepted free dental work, said they 
were unaware it was illegal. A Navy 
spokesman acknowledged 
most of the 
facts in this report. He said there “was 
no evidence,” 
however, 
that Capt. 
Elder’s 
quarterly 
reports 
contain 
fraudulent figures. He also claimed the 
Kaiser and Aird transfers were part of 
the normal rotation. 


Doctor, lawyer, merchant... 


It will probably be debated and dis­ 
puted, maligned and picked apart, and 
finally in the end, forgotten, but a survey 
of student career preferences compiled 
by the Regional Occupational Program, 
will have its day. 


Copies of a sum m ary of results were 
handed the school board Tuesday. The 
ROP 
questionnaire, 
titled, as you could im­ 
agine, 
“ Educational 
and Career Planning 
Questionnaire,” 
was 
administered to 2,575 
tenth grade students 
at nine high schools 
and three special high 
schools in Santa Bar­ 
bara 
County 
during 
the second sem ester of 
the 
1974-75 
school 
year. There is no clear 
indication whether the 
survey results coincide with realities in 
Lompoc Valley. 


So much for the formalities. 
Statistics serving as a preamble to the 
actual career preferences, show 75 per 
cent of the students saying they needed 
either considerable or additional help 
with educational and career planning; 
nearly 25 per cent either doubtful about 
their course of study or indicating they 
were in the wrong course of study; near­ 
ly a third of the students “a little or very 
uncertain of their interests” ; nearly 32 
per cent “uncertain or very uncertain of 
their aptitudes” ; more than 15 per cent 
planning on a junior college program; 
and another 46 per cent planning on a 
four-year college program 


It was also interesting to note that 63 
per cent of the students who were inter­ 
viewed said they would be willing to at­ 
tend an area school up to 30 miles from 
home, if the vocational courses they 
wished were not offered at their school. 


Students were asked to select from a 
list of 126 occupations to indicate their 
first and second choices. 
The 10 most frequent choices of tenth 
grade 
women 
were 
secretarv- 
stenographer, 
airline 
stewardess, 
teacher, 
interior 
designer-decorator. 
social worker, registered nurse, clerk 
typist. 
horse 
trainer-breeder. 
veterinarian, physician-doctor. 
A total of 36 per cent of the tenth grade 
women who were surveyed indicated a 
first choice of an occupation that wound 
tin in thp tnn tpn list 


Comparable surveys of the male stu­ 
dents resulted in this top 10 list of oc­ 
cupations: auto mechanic, forester, fish 
and game warden, professional athlete, 
airline pilot, musician-music teacher, 
physician-doctor. lawyer, architect and 
truck driver. 


A total of 36 per cent of the 1,264 tenth 
grade males who were surveyed in­ 
dicated a first choice of an occpation 
listed in the top 10 list. That percentage 
was the same as that for women. 


It is interesting to note the occupations 
chosen frequently by both female and 
male students on their first choices 
(2.575). Nine of the selections that were 
chosen by at least 15 of both sexes, are: 
forester, 
teacher, 
physician-doctor, 
musician-music teacher, lawyer, com­ 
mercial 
artist, 
veterinarian, 
actor- 
actress, 
photographer._ 


It would be interesting to see the com­ 
plete statistics on all 126 occupations. 


The survey results could stimulate a 
variety of analysis, however, even on the 
selective summary version. 
For example, it may or may not be ob­ 
vious 
that 
the 
career 
specialities 
selected by the male students have a 
traditionally male oriented ring to them; 
mechanic, pilot, lawyer, truck driver. 
Occupations 
most 
preferred by the 
female students on the other hand sound 
like what this male-dominated world 
would assign to women: secretary, air­ 
line stewardess, registered nurse, clerk 
typist, etc 
On the other hand the most prominent 
choices as measured by a high combina­ 
tion of male-female preferences reflect 
more of what sounds like the age of 
liberation 
forester. 
physician, 
veterinarian, photographer 
Other 
statistics 
also 
fall 
in 
the 
traditional molds, of the 90 students, 
male and female who chose forestry as a 
career. 70 were males; of the 76 who 
selected teaching as a career. 59 were 
women 
But interestingly enough, of the 46 who 
would like to be veterinarians, 30 were 
women 
I couldn't help but note that the 
traditional trades such as plumbing, 
carpentry, farming and even journalism 
are missing from the lists of favorite 
careers There’s no doubt that some of 
those who were questioned, chose those 
careers, but not with the frequency suf­ 
ficient to place them in the top 10 in 
order of preference 
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
